Premier announces 
renewed wine and 
grape strategy

Ontario VQA wines will soon 
be sold at farmers’ markets as 
part of a new $75-million pro¬ 
vincial Wine and Grape 
Strategy. 

Premier Kathleen Wynne 
made the announcement 
Monday after a tour of Niagara 
College’s Wine Visitor and 
Education Centre. 

In addition to allowing wine 
made entirely from Ontario- 
grown grapes in those markets, 
the program kicks off an Ontario 
Wine Fund to boost winery and 
vineyard investments. 

It also creates a “Wine 
Secretariat” to help the prov¬ 
ince and industry find ways to 
make the industry more com¬ 
petitive. 

The five-year strategy renews 
an original program launched 
in 2009 to strengthen the indus¬ 
try. 

“We’re going to work with 
you on a program to sell wine at 
Ontario farmers’ markets,” 
Wynne said at the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake campus event.

Joyce Morocco is the 
preferred Liberal candidate 
for the upcoming byelec- 

“I need Joyce on my team 
at Queen’s Park,” Premiere 
Kathleen Wynne said at a 
press conference held at the 
MacBain Community 
Centre Monday. 

“Her commitment to 
building her local economy 
will make her an important 


advocate for the people of 
Niagara Falls. We need her 
energy and ideas at Queen’s 
Park to build on Niagara’s 
proud history of success.” 

Morocco, 56, sits on 
council for the city of 
Niagara Falls, and is the 
president of Destination 
Niagara. 

“During the upcoming 
campaign, I will be talking 
about helping people in the 
Niagara region," Morocco 
said. “For me, it’s about 
investing in our businesses 
and creating Jobs. It’s about 
giving our youth a reason to 
stay here, raise their fami¬ 
lies, and build careers right 
here at home." 

The incumbent party 
had been without a candi¬ 
date since Sept. 24 when 
long-time MPP Kim Craitor 
stepped down. 


A byelection must be 
called within six months of 
a seat being vacated, which 
in this case would be by 
March. No date has been 
announced yet. 

While the Liberal associ¬ 
ation has selected Morocco 
as its preferred candidate, a 
nomination meeting still 
has to be held. 

Niagara Falls Provincial 
Liberal Association 
President Karen Gansel said 
a date for the nomination 
has not been set but it would 
not be over the holidays. 

Morocco was first elect¬ 
ed to city council in 2003. 
She was defeated in 2006 
but made a political come¬ 
back in the 2010 election. 

In 2008 she received 
13,800 votes as the Liberal 
candidate in the federal 
election, losing to incum¬ 


bent MP Rob Nicholson 
who earned 24,000 votes. 

She is married to John 
Morocco, a superintendent 
with the city of Niagara 
Falls. They have two daugh¬ 
ters, Lisa and Karlisle. 

Elections Ontario has 
secured an office at Niagara 
Square in preparation for 
the byelection. 

The Progressive 
Conservatives have named 
Regional Coun. Bart Maves 
as their candidate. 

The NDP, represented 
during the 2011 election by 
former Fort Erie Mayor 
Wayne Redekop, has not yet 
set a date for a nomination 
meeting to pick a candi¬ 
date.

“And we’ll look at how we can 
make that work in an economi¬ 
cally and socially responsible 

“That translates into jobs and 
economic activity that benefits all 
of Ontario,” Wynne said. “We’ll 
work together to get more people 
across fee province and around 
the world to choose Ontario wines. 
I think we can set our sights higher 
and take our industry to the next 
level.” 

She said Ontario’s growing 


grape and wine industry is earn¬ 
ing an international reputation for 
excellence. 

“Your success has helped 
establish the Niagara peninsula 
(and other wine-growing areas in 
fee province) as prime tourist des¬ 
tinations. 

"That translates into Jobs and 
economic activity that benefits all 
of Ontario,” she said, of an indus¬ 
try that poured about $3.3 billion 
into the province's economy in 

VQA wine sales in Ontario have 
jumped by $100 million annually 


since 2008, to an estimated $268 
million this year. 

Discussions with wine stake¬ 
holders about adding VQA to 
farmers’ markets in the province 
will likely begin in the new year. 
Fruit wines can already be sold at 
those venues. 

In interviews after Wynne’s 
announcement, industry provin¬ 
cial leaders praised the strategy’s 
continuation, and expansion of 
wine sales into new markets. 

“This is great and is something 
that’s a continuation of a program 
we’ve had for a number of years,” 


said Allan Schmidt, chair of the 
Wine Council of Ontario. "To have 
had it not renewed would have 
been a big challenge. 

“It means we can be a lot more 
competitive in the LCBO against 
import wines.” 

Debbie Zimmerman, CEO of 
the Grape Growers of Ontario, said 
the “devil is in the details,” in an 
interview afterward.

If you ever wondered 
what die Dukes of Hazzard 
would look like in real life, 
all you had to do was watch 
the Homer Bridge Saturday 
morning. 

That was when a white 
Chevy Silverado pickup 
truck — playing the role of 
the General Lee — crashed 
through a safety gate and 
jumped over the gap as the 
bridge opened over the 
Welland Canal. 

But unlike the General 
Lee which landed graceful¬ 
ly after such a dramatic 
leap, the truck slammed 
into the other side of the 
bridge, smashing its front 
end and causing the airbags 
to deploy. 


While the reckless stunt 
allowed the driver to escape 
a pursuing police cruiser, 
he wasn’t at large for long. 

Niagara Regional Police 
officers from the canine 
unit found the driver hiding 
in some bushes after he 
ditched the damaged truck 
not far from the bridge. 

"He did suffer from 
puncture wounds from 
where the dog bit him on 
the leg,” said police spokes¬ 
man Const. Derek Watson. 

The made-for-TV police 
pursuit was the end result 
of an investigation that 
started in late November 
when the pickup truck was 
reported stolen from a resi¬ 
dence in Fonthill. 

Waston said on Dec. 5 an 
NRP officer on patrol in the 
area of Glendale Ave. and 
the Welland Canal Parkway 
in St. Catharines spotted 
the truck and tried to pull it 

Officers tried to box the 
truck in with police cruis- 

It didn’t go as planned. 


“Instead of stopping, the 
driver of the truck rammed 
a police cruiser and kept on 
going,” Watson said. 

The truck was found 
again early Saturday morn¬ 
ing on Hartzel Rd. 

Watson said the pursuit 
began around 12:30 a.m., 
with police chasing the 
truck from Hartzel Rd. to 
Queenston Rd. 

As the truck got close to 
the Homer Bridge, the safe¬ 
ty gates came down and the 
bridge started to open to 
make way for a passing 

Watson said the truck 
didn’t stop, crashing the 
through the gates and 
jumping the gap over the 

“It definitely became air¬ 
borne, coming down vio¬ 
lently on the other side,” 
said Watson. “Obviously, 
the pursuit was stopped at 
that point.” 

Police found the truck 
abandoned in a parking lot 
on Coon Rd. and York Rd., 
not far from the bridge. 


Const. Brent Sathmary and 
his dog Zoey from the NRP 
canine unit tracked the 
driver down. 

“He was hiding in the 
bushes,” Watson said. 

Keith Sider, 35 of Niagara 


Falls, is charged with mis¬ 
chief over $5,000, posses¬ 
sion of stolen property over 
$5,000, flight from police 
and dangerous operation of 
a motor vehicle. 

He is being held in cus¬ 


tody pending a bail hear¬ 
ing. 

The charges are con¬ 
nected to the Homer Bridge 
incident. Watson said the 
Dec. 5 pursuit is still under 
investigation.

Let me explain. I'm 
prone to call people by 
their birth names.

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Council approves 2014 budget, including upgrades to tennis courts

Property owners will 
see an increase of just 


under 2 % in the municipal 
portion of their taxes next 

Town council approved 
a $7.8 million operating 
budget and a $9.6 million 
capital budget Monday. 

About $1.8 million will 
come out of the tax levy for 
the 88 capital projects 
approved and the rest of 
thefundingisfromreserves 
and development charges. 


“We are one of the only 
municipalities to prepare a 
budget for the next year, 
prior to the year," said 
Coun. Gary Zalepa Jr. "We 
can get out to tender early 
on (capital) projects to get 
good quotes (which) saves 
quite a bit on tax dollars.” 

More than half of the 
budget for capital projects 
- a total of $5.2 million - 
will be used for repairs and 


replacement of infrastruc¬ 
ture for roads and water 
systems.

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Town collects taxes back three years for increased assessments

Five Niagara-on-the-Lake 
businesses have received an 
unwelcome surprise, a sur¬ 
prise that comes with a hefty 
price tag. 

Penner Building Centre is 
one of them, with a tax bill 
that arrived earlier this 
month asking for almost 
$150,000 in addition to the 
taxes of $60,000 a year the 
business has already paid. 

When a commercial or 
residential property owner 
applies for a building permit 
for renovations or expan¬ 
sions, it is understood that 
increasing the value of their 
property could bring a cor¬ 
responding increase in prop¬ 
erty taxes, says Marcia 
Penner. 

But a litde known fact 
about assessment and 
MPAC, the provincial agency 
that provides 

municipalities _ 

across Ontario 


will be appealing, says 
Penner. 

"This is a major hit. And 
the bottom line is it’s not 
right what they’re doing. 
They’re under-staffed (at 
MPAC) and they’re behind, 
and I don’t believe they’re 
fully informed, that they 
know what they’re doing or 
that they even visited our 
facility. They wait right until 
the end of the third year and 
then they send us this. It’s 
crazy. How can we possibly 
have planned for this? We 
had no idea it was coming.” 

Rainer Hummel is anoth¬ 
er Niagara-on-the-Lake busi¬ 
nessman who has been re¬ 
assessed. 

When the canning plant 
in St. Davids closed, he 
bought it and turned it into 
office space for his develop¬ 
ment company and to lease 
to tenants. 

Although it’s been exten¬ 
sively renovated, it’s actually 


less space than when he 
bought it, he said. 

But he recently received 
another property tax bill, this 
one for $124,000 on top of 
what he’s already paid. 

It too includes a re-as- 
sessment for 2011, 2012 and 
2013, and he has until Dec. 

"We’ve been in this busi¬ 
ness for a long time and this 
has never happened," he 

“Something changed in 
the system and it has become 
more inefficient and preda¬ 
tory.” 

He said he will be billing 
his tenants, according to the 
terms of their respective 

"We had no idea some¬ 
thing this draconian and job- 
killing was on the horizon. I 
believe the government 
changed the rules recently to 
accommodate the incompe¬ 
tence of MPAC and we are 


the ones who get screwed.” 

Donna Lake, revenue co¬ 
ordinator for the Town, says 
legislation allows increased 
assessments to be back-dat¬ 
ed two years plus the current 

“It happens all the time,” 
she says. 

This year, says Lake, the 
re-assessments only affected 
a handful of commercial 


property owners, but resi¬ 
dential taxpayers can find 
themselves in the same pre¬ 
dicament, and have in recent 

People should realize, she 
said, “that they have not 
been assessed fully, if they 
have a new dwelling, an 
expansion or renovations, 
and that there will be a tax 
bill coming based on that 


value. Legislation allows it to 
happen.” 

MPAC is making an effort 
to get notices out in a timely 
fashion - the number of back- 
dated re-assessments 
declines each year, she says. 

“It’s happening less and 
less,” says Lake. 

“But unfortunately it hap¬ 
pens, and when it does it’s 
hard on the property owner.”

The Lincoln County 
Humane Society has lost out 
on funding from the Town 
for its spay and 
neuter clinic, but 
will continue to 
serve its Niagara- 
on-the-Lake cli- 

tive director Kevin 
Strooband. 

The Town’s 
discretionary 
grant committee 
recommended 
turning down a 
grant for $5,500 
for the clinic, 
which it has sup¬ 
ported in recent 
years. 

But not this 
year. 

In 2011, 
explains grant 
committee mem¬ 
ber Jamie King, 
the humane soci¬ 
ety asked the 
Town for a five- 


year commitment of funds 
to help fund their new spay/ 
neuter clinic. 

Instead of approving a 
multi-year agreement, coun¬ 
cil decided instead to give a 
grant of $5,500, and asked 
the humane society to re¬ 
apply each year, explained 
King. 

The grant was approved 
in 2011 and 2012, and in 
2013, was approved contin¬ 
gent on receiving some 
additional information— 
specifically, who owns and 
runs the clinic. 

That question was never 
answered, the grant money 
was never given to the 
humane society, and an 
application for a 2014 grant 
was received. 

"We asked again for more 
information—who is run¬ 
ning the clinic and who 
requires the funds,” said 
King. 

He said the committee 
wanted to support the clinic, 
but felt more information 

After several requests for 
information this fall, the 


Town finally got the answer— 
the Ontario Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals is operating the 
clinic. 

"That to us is critical 
information,” said King. 

“The request came from 
the humane society for the 
funds to run the clinic, but 
they’re not running it. It 
might seem like splitting 
hairs. We want to make sure 
from a granting perspective 
that the money is going to 
the right place. We're not 
saying it’s not going there, 
just that there is a real lack of 
clarity surrounding the 
request." 

If a response had been 
received earlier, he added, 
the financial arrangement 
between the two agencies 
could have been sorted out. 

It’s an unusual situation, 
added King, who has worked 
in the grant industry. 

"If a potential funder asks 
for information, generally 
you do what you can to pro- 


“It's difficult to say no.” 

The LCHS owns the 
building, but the clinic is 
managed and operated by 
the OSPCA, in partnership 
with the humane society, 
says Strooband. 

He agrees that he was 
asked for information 
regarding the running of the 
clinic, and when he saw the 
emails, he said, he respond¬ 
ed. 

The grant money, he 
added, would have gone to 
the same place—the clinic. 

Regardless of the Town’s 
decision, he added, “we will 
continue to serve the resi¬ 
dents of NOTL.” 

Council approved a dis¬ 
cretionary grant budget of 
$243,000 for 2014 Monday. 

Topping the list is $93,740 
for the Niagara Historical 
Society and Museum. The 
Shaw Festival Theatre will 
receive $23,500 for market¬ 
ing; the Chamber of 
Commerce receives $30,000 
as a fee for service agree¬ 
ment for the tourism centre 
at Fort George. Niagara 


College receives $20,000 as 
an annual refund on taxes. 

The Niagara District 
Airport will receive $18,948 
from the Town in accor¬ 
dance with its responsibility 
as one of three municipali¬ 
ties supporting the airport. 

Other organizations 
granted lesser amounts 
include the NOTL Palliative 
Care Service, Riverbrink Art 
Museum, the Friends of Fort

Parents, community battling myth with fact to keep school open 


Board working 
with outdated 
figures when 
projecting 
enrolment, group 
says

Parliament Oak parents 
are battling myth with fact. 

Chiefly, says Robin 
Ridesic, one of the organiz¬ 


ers of CARE (Citizens for 
Accountable and 

Responsible Education), 
this large group of resi¬ 
dents—not just parents, but 
also business leaders and 
community members—is 
out to convince the Niagara 


District School Board their 
numbers are wrong. 

Members are sporting 
red buttons around town, 
and hoping for support 
through an online petition. 

They put forward a co¬ 
ordinated effort at the 
recent public accommoda¬ 
tion review meeting, but 
aren’t stopping there, says 

“We have a huge cross- 
section of people from 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
including parents from 
Crossroads and St. Davids 
(public schools), people 
from the Chamber of 
Commerce and the busi¬ 
ness community, and local 
residents who don’t have 
children.” 

Their goal is to educate 
people about the possibility 
Parliament Oak School 
might close, and why, she 

''We’re shocked at how 
many people don’t under¬ 
stand the issues. We are 
trying to make sure every¬ 
one’s aware of what’s in 


motion.” 

The accommodation 
review committee is look¬ 
ing at the future of 
Parliament Oak in conjunc¬ 
tion with Crossroads Public 
School, the two-year-old 
facility in Virgil. 

The school board is 
dealing with excess capaci¬ 
ty across the board, and 
parents of both schools, 
and St. Davids, which is not 
included in the review, fear 
the board decision will be 
to close the Old Town 
school and bus those stu¬ 
dents to the other two ele¬ 
mentary schools, without 
having a good grasp of 
enrolment trends. 

The board’s mandate, 
the review committee has 
heard, is to reduce surplus 
seats. 

“There are a lot of myths 
out there about capacity,” 
says Ridesic, “and about 
growth rates, enrolment 
numbers and demograph- 

The board is using num¬ 
bers from a report that was 


written four years ago, and 
the numbers have changed 
since then, she says. 

"We want to make sure 
they have the best informa¬ 
tion, dated from today and 
not fouryears ago. We don’t 
believe there is going to be 
excess capacity in just a few 

The board designed 
Crossroads based on pro¬ 
jections that enrolment 
would decline, but that 
isn’t happening, said 
Ridesic. 

“Crossroads will be over 
capacity with Parliament 
Oak students, and that’s 
not taking into consider¬ 
ation all the developent 
that is happening in the 
community. We believe it 
would be very short-sight¬ 
ed to close Parliament 
Oak.” 

Enforcing school bound¬ 
aries is an important com¬ 
ponent of the solution to 
surplus capacity at 
Parliament Oak, she said.

There are 70 Old Town 
students being bused to 
Crossroads in Virgil, and 
while the group doesn't 
advocate forcing those stu¬ 
dents to return to their 
home school, enforcing the 
boundaries in the future 
would bring Parliament 
Oak to 80% capacity in eight 
years, she said. 

Closing the school will 
mean requiring capital 
investments at the other 
schools or building a new 
facility, she said. 

“Any option that includes 
closing our school given 
updated numbers, is bad 
for the community and bad 
for taxpayers.”

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Decommissioning lagoons 
could be expensive project 


Harmony 
Residents 
Group

Spend somewhere in 
the neighbourhood of $7 
million to remove any 
remaining sludge from 
the current sewage 
lagoons when they are 
decommissioned and 
All in the ponds; or 
spend considerably less 
and let nature look after 
itself. 

Those are the choices 
facing the region, and 
while converting the 
Lakeshore Rd. lagoons 
to natural wetlands 
might be an attractive 
option, and certainly the 
less expensive choice, it 
will be up to Parks 
Canada, which owns the 
property, to decide what 
it wants. 

The region and Parks 
Canada are in negotia¬ 
tion over the remedia¬ 
tion of the current 
57-acre site of the waste 
water treatment plant, 
which the region will 
hand back to Parks 
Canada in exchange for 
10 acres 800 metres west 
of the site. The remedia¬ 
tion is just one part of 
the lease agreement that 
will allow plans for a 
new treatment plant to 
move forward. 

The agreement is 
expected to be finalized 
by February, according 
to a timetable that would 
see the new $43.3 mil¬ 
lion facility operational 
by 2017. 

Funding from the 
federal government for 
its third of the project 
was announced for the 
new treatment plant just 
over a year ago—none 
too soon for the region, 
which was anxious to 
move forward on the 
project, for the Town, 
which has some devel¬ 
opment applications on 
hold until it’s complet¬ 


ed, or for town residents 
living nearby who often 
complain of foul odors 
emanating from the 
20-year-old facility. The 
region and province will 
fund the rest of the infra¬ 
structure investment. 

Recently the 

Harmony Residents 
Group has resurfaced. 
The group was estab¬ 
lished about five years 
ago to oppose Project 
Niagara, a summer 
music festival that was 
proposed for the Parks 
Canada Lakeshore Rd. 
property. 

Harmony members 
instead began working 
on plans for a natural 
heritage park, and 
although the plug was 
pulled on the music fes¬ 
tival in 2010 for lack of 
funding, “we never 
stopped working toward 
a park that would pre¬ 
serve and protect the 
property and be open to 
residents and visitors," 
says Peter Harvey, one 
of its members. 

The group is lobbying 
Parks Canada and the 
region, hoping to see the 
lagoons converted to 
natural wetlands. 

Members have done 
their research, and are 
able to point to other 
decommissioned sew¬ 
age lagoons where natu¬ 
ral wetlands clean up 
the sludge at the bottom 
of the ponds, eliminat¬ 
ing the need for expen¬ 
sive dredging. 

The lagoons would 
be a perfect habitat for 
plants and wildlife, 
many of them species at 
risk, says Harvey, and 
would introduce new 
species to the area. 

“Simply filling in the 
ponds would totally 
destroy habitat essential 
to birds presently using 
the lagoons as nesting 
sites or as a refueling 
stop before continuing 
fall and spring migra¬ 
tion,” says a Harmony 
group report to the 

Harvey says his group 
asked for a cost of return¬ 
ing the lagoons to the 
“pristine condition’ 


Parks Canada originally 
asked for, and was told 
somewhere between $3 
million and $10 million, 
depending on what the 
final remediation plan 
calls for. 

Harmony is estimat¬ 
ing, based on research 
where conversion to 
natural wetlands has 
taken place, their pre¬ 
ferred option might cost 
about $500,000 or less. 

"We’re not sure what 
it would cost, but it 
would be peanuts in 
comparison,” Harvey 
said. 

“Can they (Parks 
Canada) force the region 
to spend that kind of 
money for something 
that isn’t necessary, and 
isn’t even as good a solu¬ 
tion? That’s what we’re 
worried about." 

Members are con¬ 
cerned the region may 
agree to spending more 
than necessary to get an 
agreement signed and 
allow the project to 
move forward, says 
Harvey. 

He asks why Parks 
Canada and the region 
can’t agree to put reme¬ 
diation on the back 
burner for now and 
move on, then revisit the 
decommissioning issue 
when Parks Canada 
knows what it wants to 
do with the property. 

As regional chair, 
Gary Burroughs has 
adopted a "hands-off” 
approach to the negotia- 

As a resident who is a 
“wedands” kind of guy 
who has been fascinated 
by the lagoons since the 
early experimental days 
of Ed Lemon, he knows 
where his heart lies. 

He’s a litde concerned 
that an agreement could 
be delayed because of 
the remediation issue, 
which Parks Canada can 
use as leverage, he says, 
but is grateful there are 
residents such as the 
Harmony group lobby¬ 
ing for natural wetlands 
and making the issue

He, like Harmony mem¬ 
bers, cites sewage lagoons 
west of Grimsby which were 
aUowed to convert to natural 
wetlands over a five-year 
period. Sludge at the bottom 
was found to be “beautifully 
decomposed and clean,” he 


Last October Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
and Regional Chair Gary Burroughs 
celebrated the federal funding for 
a new waste water treatment 
plant on Lakeshore Rd. Now there 
is some concern the issue of 
remediation might hold up the 


And there would be no 
odor to worry about once the 
sewage is gone, he said. 

But it’s important to define 
what Parks Canada is asking 
for, said Burroughs. 

“We have a responsibility 
to clean it up, and it’s a big 
project, but what does clean¬ 
ing it up mean? A meadow 
with grasses growing? A trail? 
Wetlands? It depends on 
what they want to do with the 
property.” 

There is an added element 
that Burroughs sees to the 
project: the new waste water 
treatment plant will use the 
same pipe to take treated 
water out to the lake—the 


pipe that goes right by one of 
the ponds. That could be the 
water source for the wet¬ 
lands, and with the area open 
to the public, would provide 
an excellent tool for educa¬ 
tion. 

"But we don’t get the land 
from Parks Canada until we 
resolve the clean-up. We 
need to get Parks Canada and 
the region onside to move 
forward. Engineering (of the 
treatment plant) is a big piece 
of the process and we’re 
working on it. So far the pro¬ 
cess is moving forward but 
we need to get serious so 
negotiations over remedia¬ 
tion don’t hold it up.”

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Town’s new flag unveiled at Court House 



'From ashes 
comes rebirth 
and hope' as 
flag raised 200 
years from Dec. 10, 
1813 burning of 
town

The historic 

Courthouse that was once 
the town hall was the site 
of the unveiling of the 

of arms Tuesday. 

It was 200 years ago to 
the date that departing 
American troops occupy¬ 
ing the town during the 
War of 1812 left their mark 
by burning the town to 
the ground, leaving only 
two structures still stand¬ 


ing. Smoldering ashes 
were all that remained, 
leaving women, children 
and old men homeless in 
the bitter winter ele¬ 
ments—the majority of 
men were either soldiers 
or had been taken pris- 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke, 
accompanied by Right. 
Rev. Ralph Spence, Albion 
Herald Extraordinary, led 
the unveiling ceremony. 

Spence, who served as 
bishop of the Anglican 
Diocese of Niagara from 
1998 to 2008, represented 
the Chief Herald and read 
the official proclamation. 
He is one of only four 
Canadians who hold the 
title of herald extraordi- 

The process to estab¬ 
lishing a new town flag 
and coat of arms began 
two years ago. During this 
time, Eke worked with 


local community organi¬ 
zations - the Municipal 
Heritage Committee, 
Friends of Fort George 
and the 1812 Bicentennial 
Committee—and held 
public meetings on how 
the town was to be sym¬ 
bolized 

"It was a positive and 
engaging process,” Eke 

With support from the 
organizations behind 
him, he said, the next 
question was - when is an 
appropriate time to unveil 
the new image? 

It was Tony Chisholm a 
volunteer with the 1812 
Bicentennial committee 
who suggested the flag be 
unveiled on the exact 
anniversary of the town’s 
burning 200 years ago. 

Eke agreed. “We 
thought this was a fitting 
date to introduce a sym¬ 
bol of hope and promise 


given the devastation that 
occurred exactly 200 years 
to the day, the burning of 
our town. From ashes 
comes rebirth and hope.” 

Spence described the 
new flag and coat of arms 
as a “knockout job and is 
something that every res¬ 
ident in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake can be proud of.” 

Following the official 
proclamation ceremony, 
there was a procession to 
the front of the Court 
House to officially raise 
the flag, led by the Fort 
George Fife and Drum 
Corps and completed by 
an honour guard from the 
809 Newark Squadron Air 
Cadets. 

The procession then 
continued on to St. Mark’s 
Church for a special ser¬ 
vice commemorating the 
Burning of Niagara. 

Fact Box: 

Arms: The 

colours refer to 
the Royal Union 
Flag. 

Mace, a gilt 
wood object dat¬ 
ing from 1792, 
indicates that 
NOTL, known 
then as Newark, 
was the first 
capital of the 
province of 
Upper Canada. 

Maple leaf 
coronets further 
this allusion and 
indicate the 
town’s Canadian 
identity. 

Crest: Brock's 


Monument is an impor¬ 
tant local landmark, com¬ 
memorating the Battle of 
Queenston Heights in 
1812. 

Motto: This existing 
town motto alludes to the 
local fruit industry. 

Supporters: Lions were 
used with the town's pre¬ 
vious arms. The ribbons 
around their necks are 
the colour associated with 
Butler’s Rangers, who set¬ 
tled in the Niagara area 
following the American 
Revolutionary War. 
Gorgets were worn by 
British Army officers until 
1830, and the one on the 
lion thus alludes to the 
regiment’s leader, Captain 
John Butler, who farmed 
in Niagara and is buried 


in town. 

The other lion wears a 
medal as a reference to 
the medals bearing the 
King’s effigy given to First 
Nations chiefs in recogni¬ 
tion of their alliance with 
the Crown, and acknowl¬ 
edges the support of the 
First Nations during the 
War of 1812, which helped 
to build a peaceful foun¬ 
dation in the area for the 
years to follow. 

The 1707 design of the 
Royal Union Flag is used 
as a symbol of Loyalist 
heritage. 

The stylized water rep¬ 
resents Lake Ontario and 
the Niagara River, and the 
base pays tribute to the 
importance of the local 
fruit and wine industries.
